PEACE PROSPECTS. 
A PROPOSED BASIS. 

New York, May 7.—A dispatch from London 
says that a basis of arrangement, which the 
Powers desired to submit to the Czar, has been 
agreed upon. The arrangement is in five divis- 
ions: 

The first division proposes that two regions of 
Bulgaria north of the Balkans sball be conceded 
to Russia, and that the southern portion shal! 
remain to a great extent under the authority of 
the Sultan. 

The second division relates solely to the 
Asiatic compensation, which it is proposed shall 
be reduced to a minimum. 

The third division relates to the straits ques- 
tion, and will be arranged hereafter. 

The fourth division demands definite settle- 
ment of the war indemnity. 

Under the tifth division it is proposed that 
Thessaly and Epirus be accorded the right of 
self-government, thus securing for them the 
protection of Europe and national independ- 
ence. 

CONTRADICTED. 

The statements that the 
Todleben m negotiatiug with British Admiral 
Hornby and the Porte; that he had sent an 
are contradicted. 
Pending the negotiations between St. Feters- 
burg and London, Gen. Todleben is not likely 
to adopt any course tending to create new com- 
plications. He has not met Admiral ‘Hornby, 
who, after spending three days witn Layard. 
returned to Ismid yesterday. His Hersoual 
opinion is that the flect should not withdraw 
beyond Gallipoli. 

REASSURING. 

The statements of Sir Stafford Northcote, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, in the House of 
Commons, last evening, are regarded as reas- 
suring. It is also thought that the visit ef 
Count Schouvaloff, the Russian Ambassador, 
to St. Petersburg, cannot be otherwise than 
helpful to the cause of peace, as he can explain 
the temper and views of the English Govern- 
ment and people more effectuallv than could 
be done in correspondence. 

RUSSIAN OPINION 

The change in the public opinion of Russia in 
a peaceful direction is said to be very marked, 
and to be the result of the recognition of the 
serious consequence that would inevitably re- 
sult from anew war. The Czar is personally 
directing negotiations with the assistance of 
Baron Jomini. The Czar’s predilections arc eu- 
tirely in favor of peace. 

GORTSCHAKOFF. 

It seems the general impression that Prince 
Gortschakoff will not be able to resume the 
Chancellorship. 

CONGRESS TALK. 

The present endeavors are Stated to be direct- 
ed to securing such an understanding between 
Evgland and Russia as will permit the assem- 
bling of the Congress without a certainty of 
failure. To this ena direct communications are 
passing between the two Governments with a 
view of ascertaining what modifications in Eu- 
rope and Asia would render the San Stefano 
Treaty acceptable. Without such an under- 
standing there will be no Congress. 

SCHOUVALOFF’S VISIT. 

The Journal de St. Petersburg says: The 
proper interpretation to give to Count 
Schouvaloff’s visit to thiscity is that the Anglo- 
Russsian negotiations have entered on a more 
precise phase.“ 

BCHOUVALOFF. 

Lowpon, May 8—5 p. m.—Count Schouvaloff 
leit London yesterday. He had au interview with 
Lord Beaconsfield shortly before his departure. 

AUSTRIAN OPINION. 

A correspondent at Vienna says, referring to 
Austrian interests: There is no news to-day, 
but a teeling of confidence is not justified by 
known facts. Russia uses friendly words, but 
her acts in Roumania, and the conduct of the 
Servians, do not inspire confidence. Roumania 
has issued another circular to the Prefects and 
foreign Powers protesting against the Russian 
advance, and announcing that Roumanian offi- 
cials are being ejected from their posts in Bes- 
sarabia. 

A special from Pesth states that the Vienna 
Cabinet will inform the Powers bv circular dis- 
patch what measures have become indispensa- 
ble in Transylvania and Dalmatia. and will lay 
stress on the statement that Austro-Hungary is 
acting exclusively in agreement with the will 
of the Powers. 

WILL FALL BACK. 

Lonpon, May 7.—A dispatch from Constanti- 
nopie says Gen. Todleben is about to retire to 
the lines of Tchataldje, leaving a small force 
at San Stefano. The Russians offer to fall 
back behind a straight ime drawn between 
Deadeagatch and Adrianople if the British flect 
will withdraw at the same time. 

THZ CHIEF OBJECTS OF CONTENTION. 

Lonpon, May 8—5 a. m.—All of the various 
specifications regarding the points of the treaty 
which are the chief objects of contention fix on 
the questions of Batoum and Bulgaria. Batoum, 
in relation to the Upper Euphrates Valley, 
is considered here to form the first 
stage from 2 political, military, and 
commercial point of view, down to 
Messopotemia and the Persian Gulf, and the 
Sulgaria of the treaty as the last stage on the 
road to Constantinople.

THE CIMBRIA. 
HER ERRAND STILL A MYSTERY. 

ELLSwortu, Me., May 7.—No significance ts 
attached to the visit to the Cimbria of the 
agents of the Union Pacific and the Lake Shore 
Railroads. They osly came upon the rumor 
that the Russians were destined for the Pacific 
coast. They could get no hint irom the officers 
of any such intention, and returusd without any 
more knowledge of the Russian bians than has 
already been telegraphed. 

The rumor that -a British stegmer had been 
seen outside proves unfounded. he only trace 
of British espionage is the Vice-Gousul, but the 
feeling here is so intensely Russian that no one 
seems inclined to talk with him, ana he spends 
his time standing on the pier or tollowing the 
officers about.

He expresses some 
surprise that the United States Government has 
not a cutter bere on the watch. 

THERE WAS NOTHING TO WATCH

Lonpon, May 8—5 a. m.—A dispatch from 
Pera says petitions and protests are reaching 
the Porte and Embassies from all sides against 
the territorial arrangement of the treaty of 
San Stefano. One from the Sandjak 
of Varna declares that the inhabitants 
will resist by force the Russian 
occupation of the fortress. Another from 
Batoum makes a direct appeal to Englana, and 
reports that the Russians are advancing toward 
the town. Information comes from the Do- 
brudseha that arising in that district is immi- 
neut. 

AN INCIDENT 
has arisen in Roumania which is pot likely to 
facilitate the conclusion of the Military Con- 
vention which Russia is urging on Roumania. 
Tne Eleventh Russian army corps has occu- 
pied the line of the River Argish, by 
which communication between the Roumanian 


army in Little Wallachia and the headquarters 
at Bucharest is interrupted. From a military 


point of view this was a necessary precaution, 


as the Argish forms the final line of defease 
westward, by which communication between 
the Danube and Moldavia can be secured, but 
the Roumanian Government has addressed a 
protest to Russia and to other Powers.

THE TRIAL AND ACQUITTAL OF THE GIRL WHO 
SHOT GEN. TREPOFP. 
Correspondence London Times. 

Sr. PererspurG, April 16.—All the world 
here is at present talking about the trial of Vera 
Zassulitch, the voung person who, about two 
months ago, made an attempt on the life of 
Gen. Trepoff, the Prefect of the city. The trial 
was held on Friday, and since that time the po- 
litical complications and the Eastern question 
have been quite thrown into the background. 

The incident which gave rise to “the affair 
Zassulitch” happened on the 25th of July of 
last year. At that time a considerable number 
of young people of both sexes accused of revo- 
lutionary propaganda were coniized in one of 
the St. Petersburg prisons. Some of them 
were already condemned, and others were 
awaiting their trial. On the morning of July 
B Gen. Trepoff visited the prison, and found 
some of the prisoners walking about and talk- 


ing with cach other in the inner court. This 
seemed to him an infraction of the prison 
rules, and he esked explanations. One of the 
prisoners, Bogoluboff, replied that he was 
al y condemned, and that he was not 
uging any rule in 
who was not same 
as himself. The answer appeared to the 
General impertinent, and accordingiy Bogolu- 
boff was ordered to the cell for disciplinary pun- 
isumeut. On his way tnither he again met the 
Prefect, and this time did not take off his cap. 
Irritated by this want of respect, the General 
raised his hand, apparentiy with the intention 
of striking. Whether he really struck or not 
is uncertain. but Bogoluboff’s cap fell to the 
ground, and suddenly loud expressions of in- 
dignation issued from the open windows of the 
surrounding cells. 

Gen. Trepoff resolved to make an example of 
Bogoluboff, and, accordingly, ordered him to be 
flogged with birch twigs. The order was ex- 
ecuted in one oi the corridors, and gave rise to 
anew disturbance similar in kind to the pre- 
ceding one. From the prison the excitement 
avd indignation svon spread to the friends of 
the prisoners, and from them to the public 
generally. 

Among the many who were tndignant at the 
so-called Bashi-Bazoukism “ of the President 
was Vera Zassulitch, daughter of an oilicer of 
the line. Though only about 25 years of age, 
she bad already considerabie experience of po- 
lice discipline in its milder forms. At the age 
ot 17 she had been arrested on suspicion of be- 
ing implicated in revolutiouary designs, and, 
uiter two years’ confinement, had been liberat- 
ed without having been brought to trial. A 
tew days after ber liberation she was again 
arrested, and was dispatched to Krestsi. 
was told she must live there under police su- 
pervision untii further orders. This was in — 
1871. In June she was allowed to live in Tver 
with a brother-in-law, who was kept there un- 
der police supervision. Next year the brother- 
iu-law was suspected of having given prohibited 
books to the Seminarists, and was accordingly 
transferred to a small town further eastward. 
Vera was brought to St. Petersburg to be ques- 
tioned about the prohibited books, and was 
then dispatched to her brother-in-law’s new 
domicile. Toward the end of 1873 she was 
transferred to Kbarkoff, and remained there 
tili September. 1875, when she was at last lib- 
erated. 

How she formed the resolution of shooting 
Gen. Trepoff may be best described in her own 
words: 

„Having arrived in St. Petersburg, I heard 
about the incident in the prison from Various 

eople. About Bogoluboff I heard that he had 
— flogged till he stopped shrieking. As I 
had myself experienced long solitary confine- 
ment I could imagine what a frightful un- 
pression the whole affair must have produced 
on all the political prisoners, not to speak of 
those who had been subjected to maltreatment. 
I know by experieuce the morbidly excited, 
nervous condition produced by solitary im- 
prisonment. and the majority of prisoners in 
question had been already confined more than 
three years. Some of them had gone mad, and 
others had committed suicide. What cruelty 
it was to make them bear all that, 

because one of them had 
off his cap when he met 
an official the second time. Such a thing ought 
not to pass unnoticed. I waited to see whether 
some one. would take the matter in hand, but all 
were silent, and nothing prevented Trepoif or 
any other influential official from repeating 
such arbitrary acts. I determined, at tne price 
of my own ruin, to prove that a human being 
may vot be ins ulted in that way with impunity. 
It is a terrible thing to raise one’s hand against 
a fellow-creature, but I could find no other 
means. . It was all the same to me 
whether I killed or wounded the Prefect; and 
wheu I fired at him I did not aim at any partic- 
ular place. 

The case was tried by a jury in the ordinary 
way, and ful! publicity was secured by sending 
tickets of admission to the leading representa- 
tives of the press. On the bench behind the 
Judges sat some of the highest dignitaries of 
the realm, among others the Impe Chancel- 
lor, Prince Gortschakoff.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 7.— The Convention 
of the National party to-morrow is the absorp- 
ing topic among politicians. There is a great 
deal of wrangling among the delegates on the 
ground, but there is no reason to believe that 
the programme telegraphed last night will not be 
carried out, despite the opposition of the Com- 
munistic element. The Hon. W. H. Armstrong,

bearing Government notes, all of which shall 
be legal-tender for all debts, public and private; 
that this volume is to be determined by the law 
of supply and demand, and any excess to be 
fundable intoa low interest-bearing bond, and 
reconvertibie into currency at the option of the 
holder. The increase of currency will directly, 
tend to increase the value of property and 
wages. Tue increase of wages will im- 
crease the power of consumption, and the lan- 
creased consumption of the products of 
industry will stimulate the employment of 
labor and enable it to pav remunerative wages. 
In connection with this there should be such a 
rotective tariff as will defend the labor of the 
niied States against the pauper labor 
of Europe. Sound legislation snould re- 
gard the interests of those who use 
money rather than those who leud it, and, un- 
der proper legislation, these interests should be 
and can be harmonized. The disposition of the 
Convention will be to make a distinct and firm 
but conservative piatiorm.

RAILROADS. 


DRIFTING ON THE BREAKERS. 

The greatest farce ever enacted by railroads 
isthe agreement between the roads leading 
East from this city in regard to the East-bound 
business. The agreement was entered into 
about two months ago, and provides a pooling 
of the East-bound traffic, each line agreeing to 
accept a certain percentage, and Mr. Guilford, 
the Western Commissioner, was to have made 
the division. But not for a moment has the 
agreement been carried out, and Mr. Guilford 
is as powerless to enforce it as a straw man. 
No division of the business has yet been made, 
though some of the roads have carried far more 
than their proportion, while others are just as 
much behind, and the competition between the 
various lines is as active as if no pooling ar- 
rangement had ever been made. About 
two weeks ago the General Freight 
Agents met at Commissioner Guilford’s 
office and agreed to maintain a 2%5-cent 


rate on grain, but before a day had passed com- 
petition was as lively as ever, and the rates drop- 
ped again to 20 cents. During the last few 
days great efforts have been made by Commis- 


. sioner Guilford to have the rates restored, and 


in these efforts he has been backed by the man- 
agers of the roads leading East from St. Louis 
and other Western points, who preferred to do 
a small business at fair rates rather than a large 
business at losing ones. Yet, in the iave of all 
this, it is reported that the Lake Shore & Mich- 
igan Southern Railroad contracted for grain ves- 
terday at 15 cents per 100 pounds from Chicago 
to New York. It is hard to perceive what ob- 
ject tne Lake Shore has in cutting the rates to 
such figures, as this action not only does not 
heip Chicago, but, on the contrary, discrimi- 
nates badly against it. If the rates are 25 cents 
from Chicago, they are correspondingly high 
from other Western points, and consequently 
business seeks the cheaper channel by 
lake and comes to Chicago. As, for instance, 
with a 25-cent rate from Chicago to New York, 
the rate from St. Louis is 20 cents. With a 20 
cent rate from Chicago, the rate from St. Louis 
is only W cents, and witha 15-cent rate from 
Chicago, the rate from St. Louis is but 17% 
cents. At this figure, grain from Missouri River 
points can be shipped at lig cents per 100 
pounds less via St. Louis than via Chicago, and 
as even the lake and rail routes from this city 
cannot go lower than 15 cents, the business wil 

be diverted from this eity. The only explanation 
that can be made of the action of Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s road is that Mr. Vanderbilt is anxious to 
break the Eastern pools, and force as much busi- 
ness as possible on the New York Central. 
Uniess a speedy settlement of the present ditli- 
culties is effected, one of the fiercest railroad 
wars ever witnessed will undoubtedly be inau- 
gurated among the Eastern roads, which will 
knock both the East and West bound pools higher 
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conceded to them; and the compromise ought 
to be satisfactory to pll fair-minded people. 

The Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad 
Com oy 850 st purchased the Dubuque & 
Southwestern Railroad , rupning from Farſey to 
Cedar Rapids, Ia, a distance of sixty-three 
miles. It is believed that this new acquisition 
will greatly help the business of the Western 
Union Branch of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul, wita whieh it connects at Marion, 
giving it a direct outlet to Cedar Rapids.

Pattee determined to settie the matter 
beyonda doubt. He procured a hollow ring 
with a small hole in frontand a tube on one 
side, which was connected with a hollow rubber 
ball, which, haying previously filled with an 
alcoholic solution of aniline, was secreted in his 
hand. He sat through several scances, submit- 
ting to all the conditions. On thethird even- 
ing, feeling confident that he recognized the 
features of Mott in the spirit’s face, he put the 
squirting ring on his little fluger, and, when 
called to the aperture of the cabinet, a friend 
appeared in whom he recognized Mott. When 
the curtain parted and the face appeared at the 
aperture near where his hand rested he com- 
pressed the rubber ball, squirting the aniline 
solution into the spirit’s face. The face was 
immediately withdrawn, the assistants were 
called for, and there was commotion inside the 
cabinet. The party rushed to the door, and, in 
the contusion which followed, Mott was heard 
to say, in an angry tone: The Gd d—d son 
ofa has squirted something all over my 
face.“ The door was opened and the solution 
was found to be spattéred all over Mott’s face 
and clothing. Mott undertook to account for 
this by saying that the spirit came to him so 
quick after the dye was squirted on it that the 
impression remained upon his (Mott’s) face. 
This theory was subsequently abandoned, 
and Mott’s friends asserted that the 
aniline must have been thrown with 
malicious intent directly upon the me- 
dium while sitting op the chair. The 
chair was examined and the aniline found to be 
spattered all over the arms, cushions, and back, 
thus demonstrating that it was imposible that 
any one could have been sitting in it at the 
time. This proved conciusively that the face 
which received the charge of aniline was that of 
Mott hiroself, and the solution plainly stamped 
him the fraud he is. Mott was very much en- 
raged at this bold and successful exposure. He

All the merchants and importers called be- 
fore the Commission were very ready to give in 
their testimony to the Commission after it was 
made known that all such testimony would be con- 
sidered strictly contidential. Of course, if A is

JOHN CANNOT VOTE. 


The Chinese Will Not Be Granted Citizen- 
ship—United States Circuit Judge Sawyer 
Decides that the Law Exciudecs Them from 
Naturalization. 

San Francisco Chronicle, April 30. 

Some time ago the question of the right of the 
Chinese to become citizens of this country was 
argued proand con before Judge Sawyer of the 
United States Circuit Court. Yesterday the Judge 
rendered the following decision, which excludes 
the Chinese from the rights of citizenship: 

In the Circuit Court of the United States of the 
Ninth Judicial Circuit in and for the District of 
California. In the matter of Ah Yup, application 
for naturalization. 

1. Naturalization—Chinese. A native of China. 
of the Mongolian race, is not entitled to become a 
citizen of the United States under the Revised 
Statutes as amended in 1875. [Rev. St. Sec. 2, 169, 
amendment R. 8.

2. A Mongolian is not a white person within 


the meaning of the term as used in the Naturaliza- 
tion laws of the United States. 
[SAWYER, CIRCUIT JUDGE. ] 

Ah ey a native and citizen of the Empire of 
China, of the Mongolian race, presented a petition 
in writing praying that he be permitted to make 
proof of the facts alleged. and upon satisfactory 
proof being made and his taking tue oath required 
in such cases, he be admitted asa citizen of the 
United States. 

The petition stated all the qualifications required 
by the statute to entitle the petitioner to be natu- 
ralized, provided the statute authorizes the 
naturalization of a native of China of the Mongol- 
jan race. Tue petition was presented by B. 8. 
Brooks, a counselor of this Court. This being the 
firet application made by a native Chinaman for 
naturalization, the members of the Bar were re- 
quested by thé Court to make such suggestions as 
amic. C rie as occured to them upon either side 
of the question; whereupon 8. Heydenfeldt, Jr., 
argued the case very fully in opposition to che ap- 
plication. Suggestions were also made by other 
members of the Bar present. ö 

The only question is whether the statute au- 
thorizes the naturalization of a native of China of 
the Mongolian race, 

WHAT THE STATUTE AUTHORIZES. 

In all the acts of Congress relating to the natur- 
alization of aliens, from that of April 14, 1802, 
down to the Kevised Statutes, the language has 
been that any alien, bring a ff ee while person, 
muy be admitted to become a citizen,” etc. After 
the adoption of the Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
Amendments to the National Constitution—the 
former prohibiting slavery, and the latter declar- 
ing who shall be citizens Congress, in the act of 
July 14, 1870, amending the Naturalization laws, 
added the following provision: 

‘* That the Naturalization laws are hereby ex- 
tended to aliens of African nativity, and to persons 
of African descent. (16 Stat., 256, Sec. 7.) 

Upon the revision of the statutes, the revisors, 

robably inadvertently, as Congress dia not con- 
nee wed a change in the laws in force, omitted 
the words white persons — Sec. 2,165 of the 
Revised Statutes being the section conferring tne 
right, reading: An alien may be admitted to be- 
come a citizen, etc. The provisions relating to 
Africans of the act of 1870, is carried into the Re- 
vised Statutes in a separate section, waich reuds as 
follows: 

»The provisions of this titleshall apply to aliens 
of African nativity and to persons of African de- 
scent. (Sec. 2,160.) Tais section was amended 
by the Act to correct errors and to supply omis- 
sions in the Revised Statutes of the United States 
of Feb. 18,1875, sv as to read The provisions 
of this title shail apply to aliens. deing sree while 
persons, and to aliens of African nativity, and to 

reons of African descent (Rev. Stat. p. 1,435; 
18 Stat., 318), and so the statute now stands. 

The questions are: : 

1. Is a person of the Mongolian race a white 
person within the meaning of the statute? 

2. Do those provisions «exclude al) but white per- 
sons and persons of African nativity or African 
descent? 

DEFINITION OF ‘* WIITE.’: 

Words inastatute rather than technical terms 
should be taken in their ordinary sense. The 
words white person, as well argued by peti- 
tioner's counsel, taken in strict literal sense, con- 
stitute a very indefinite description of « class of 
persons where none can be said to be literaily 
white. ana those called white may be found of 
every shade, from the tightest blonde to the 
more swarthy brunette. But these words. in this 
country at least, have undoubtedly acquired a 
well-settled meaning in common popular speech, 
and they are constantly used, in the sense so ar- 
quired, in the literature of the country as well as 
im common parlance. As ordinarily used anywhere 
in the United States, one would scarcely fai}- to 
underetund that the party employing the wofda a 
htte person” would inteng a person of the 
Caucasian race. In speaking of the various e assi- 
fications of races, Webster, in bis dictionary. says: 
„Bat the common classification is tuat of Biumen- 
bach, who makes five. First—The Caucasian or 
white race, to which belong the greater part of the 
European nations, andtnose of Western Asia. gc- 
ond, the Mongolian or yellow race, occupying Tar- 
tary, China, Japan, etc. ; third, the Ethiopian or 
negro (black) race, occupyingail Africa, except the 
North; fourth, tue American or red race, contain- 
ing the Indians of Norta and South America; and 
fitth, the Malay or drown race, occupying the is!- 
ands of the Indian Archipelago,’ etc. This di- 
vision was adopted from Buffon. with some 
changes in names, and is founded on the com- 
bined characteristics of complerion, hair, and 
skull. Linneus makes four divisions founded 
on the color of the skin: 1, European, whilisA ; 
2, American, coppery ; 3, Asiatic, tauway; and 4, 
Atricau, black. Cuvier makes three—Cancasian, 
Mongol, Negro. Others make many more, but 
none include the white or Caucasian race with the 
Mongolian or yellow race; and none of those 
classifications recognizing color as one of the dis- 
tinguishing characteristics include the Monsolian 
in the white or whitien race. [Sec. 22, New Amer- 
ican Cyclopedia, titie “ Echnology.’’] Neither in 
popular — 1 in literature, nor in scientific 
nomenciatare do we ordinarily, if ever, find the 
words White person used in a sense so compre- 
heosive ast» include an individual of the Mongvul- 
ian race; yet, im all, color. notwithstanaing its 
indefinitencss as a word of description, ts made 
an important factor in the laws adopted for the de- 
iermination and classification of races.

lam not aware that the term waite persons,” 
ae used in the statutes, as they have stood from 
1802 till the late revision, was ever supposed to in- 
clude a Mongolian, while I find nothing in the his- 
tory of the country, in common or scientific usage, 
or ia tive proceedings, to indicate that Con- 


gress intended to include in the term white per- 
sons apy other than,individuais of the Caucasian 
race. I do find mach in the proceedi of Con- 
gtess to show that it was aniversally understood in 
that body, in its recent lation, that it excluded 
Mongolians. At the time of the amendment in 
1870, extending the Naturalization laws to the Afri- 
can race, Mr. Sumner made repeated and strenuous 
efforts to strike the word white " from the natural- 
ization lawe, or to accomplish the same object by 
other language. It was on the sole ground 
that the effect would be to authorize the admission 
of Chinese to citizenship. Every Senator who 
spoke upon the subject assumed that they were 
then excluded by the term white person, and 
that the amendment would admit them. and the 
amendment was advocated on the onc hend and 
opposed on the other upon that single idea. Sen- 
ator Morton, in the course of the ussion, said: 
This amendment involves tae whole Chinese 
problem. country nas just awakened 
to the question, and to the enormous magnitude of 
the question, involving a possible cmigration of 
many millions; involving anotner civilization; in- 
volving labor problems that no intellect can solve 
without study and time. Are you now prepared to 
settle the Chinese problem thus, in advance inviting 
that emigrativon!’ (Congressional Globe, Part G, 
1809-70, p. 1,522). Senator Sumner repiied: 
Senators undertake to disturb us in our judz- 
ment by reminding us of the possibility of large 
numbers swarming from China, Dut the answer to 
ali this ie very obvious and very simple. If the 
Chinese come here, they will come for citizensbrp 
or merely forlabor. If they come for citizenship, 
then in this desire do they give a pledge o: loyalty 
to our institutions, and where is the peril in such 
vows? They are peaceful and industrious; how 
can their citizenship be the ocvasiun of solicitude!“ 
(o., 5,155). 
CONGRESSIONAL DISCUSSION. 

Many other Senators spoke pro and con on the 
question, this being the puintof contest (Ib. page 
5121 to 5177). lt was finally defeated, and the 
amendment cited, extending the right of naturali- 
zation to the African only, was adovied. It is clear 
from these proceedings that Congress retained the 
word white in the Naturalization laws for the 
sole purpose of exclading the Chinese from the 
right of nataralization. Again, when it was found 
that the term ‘‘white persons” had been omitted 
in the Revised Statutes, it was restored by the act

Upon report- 
ing this bill. Mr. Poland, Cnairman of the Com-

After considerable 
debate, instead of striking out the word white, it 
was provided that the Naturalization laws should 
extend to the Africans and persons of African de- 
cent. After explaining the omission in the Re- 
vised Statutes, he adds: The member of our 
Committee who had this chapteron the Naturai- 
ization laws to examine as a Suo-Committee failed 
to notice this change in the law, or it would have 
been brought before the House when the revision 
was adopted. ''—( Vongreasional Record, Vol. III.. 
Part 2, Session 1875, b. 1081.) 

Upon this report the amendment was made as it 
now stands in the statute. Thus, whatever lati- 
tudinarian construction might otherwise be given 
tothe term white pervon, it is entirely clear 
that Congress intended by this legislation tu ex- 
clude Mongoliaus from the right of naturalization. 
lam, therefore, of the opinion thata native of 
China of the Mongolian race is not a white person 
within the meaning of the act of Congress. 

CANNOT BECOME CITIZENS. 

The second question is answeredin the discus- 
sion of the first. The amendment is intended to 
limit the operation of the pruvision as it then stood 
in the Revised Statutes. It would have been more 
appropriately inserted in Sec. 2,165 than where it 
is found (in Sec. 2,169). But the purpose 1s clear. 
It was certainly intended to bave some operation 
or it would not have been adopted. The purpose 
undoubtedly was to restore the law to the condition 
in whica it stood before the revision and to cx- 
clude Chinese. It was intended to exclude some 
classes, and as all white aliens and those of the 
African race are entitled to naturalization under 
the words, it is difficuit to perceive whom it would 
exciude unless it be the Chinese. 

It follows that the petition must be denicd, and 
it is eo ordered.

THE ISLAND OF HELGOLAND.

If the editor had not allowed his narrow-minded 
envy to get the better of what limited information 
he possessed, he would have sounded the alarm to 
his other sdburban brethren of. Toledo, Detroit, and 
Buffalo, and frankly acknowledged that the City 
of; Chicago, through its resent troubles, 
was grudually laying the foundation of a 
system of Municipal Government which would 
make it secure against any attacks of inefficient or 
corrupt oficials (if such there should at any time 
be). and that thereby it was putting beyond any 
possipie contingency its continued and permanent 
contro! of the vast products and industries of the 
West. 

It is hardiy to be expected that the Cleveland 
Leader should feel any pleasure over the removal of 
some of its most important manufactories to this 
city, but it snould not exercise its spleen by such a 
pitiable exhioition of ignorance, 

When the City of Chicago is without a police and 
fire department. or without public schools, or with- 
out its present abundant sapply of water, and with- 
out the power to legally pay for them, it will be 
time for the Cleveland Leader to exercise itself on 
our account; put at preseat it has business at home 
which it would do well to look after, and if rag

FLOUR, 


The Dealers Complete Their Regulations tn 
Regard to Branding, Inspecting, Etc. 

The flour dealers of the Board of Trade tried their 
hand again yesterday afternoon on the rules rec- 
ommended by the Special Committee in relation to 
grading, inspecting, branding, etc. Mr. W. P. 
Dater was called to the chair. 

The business was resumed at the point where the 
mecting stopped when it adjourned Monday after- 
noon, viz.: after the sixth section in the report; 
and the first of the regulations recommended to the 
Directors of the Board of Trade in place of the 
rules and regulations now in force respecting the 
inspection of flour was adopted without discus- 
sion. It provided for strictly sound flour, free 
from any and every defect or fault causing either 
smell or taste. 

The second regulation provided that all flour 
should be considered unsound, whether the un- 
soundness came from the condition of the wheat 
or originated in the floar, and that the Inspectors 
were to specify the character of the unsoundness 


in the technical slang. 

Mr. Crocker moved to strike ont the words 
‘*weedy" and musty, —terms applied to un- 
sound flour,—for the reason that the Inspectors 
admitted their inability to always discriminate 
between the two, and that the term ‘slightly 
unsound,” also used in this connection, was suf- 
ficiently comprehensive to take in both of the 


words be wished expunged. 

After considerab.c talk, Mr. Ramsey suggested, 
as a further amendment, that only the word 
**weedy” be stricken out. 
8 | by Mr, Crocker. and adopted. The reg- 
ulation, as amended, was then adopted. 

Mr. Dinsmore hadan objection to the third regu- 
lation. which reiated to 

INSPECTING AND BRANDING. 
He went on to show that buyers outside of Chicago 
were sometimes averse to havingtheir flour marked 
with the Chicago brands. He therefore moved to 
insert a may for the shall“ in the regula- 
tion. so as to leave it optional with buyers and 
sellers whether their flour should be branded or 


not. 

Mr. Nichole thought the third recommendation 
adopted ‘Tuesday, requiring inspectors to brand ail 
flour according to its inspection oy grade, covered 
the branding portion of the regulation under con- 
sideration. He therefore moved, as a further 
amendment, tostrike out all there was in the regu- 
lation relating to branding. 

Mr. Dinsmore and Mr. Montague saw nothing in 
the regulation conflicting with recommendation 
third. Neither did the ye | in general, to 
judge from the prompt way in which both amend- 
ments were, at this stage, lost, and the regulation 
adopted as it stood. 

A recommendation regarding Inspectors’ certifi- 
cates was so amended as to provide, in addition to 
the duties laid down in the original recommenda- 
tion, that Inspectors should note ** flat-hooped "’ 
barrels in their certificates. Another amendment 
made it optional with them as to noting on their 
certificates ** wet and cleaned. ”’ 

fhe remaining portions of the third regulation 
in relation to weights and Inspectors’ liabi:ities 
were adopted with very little discussion. 

Mr. Nichols moved the insertion of a regulation 
regarding sack Jour. The motnw prevailed, 

The first part of the fourth regulation regarding 

GRADES 

was adopted as reported, but the portion relating 
to certilicates for graded-flour was, on motion ef 
Mr. Norton. amended so as to make it optional 
with Inspectors as to issuing Sertificates ** by 
grade or bz sample." as desired by either seller 
or buyer, ou all four inspected double extra, fine, 
or below fine. 

The fifth regulation, on claims for errors, was 
adopted as reported. 

The sixth, as to the use of stencils, was amend- 
ed, on wortion of Mr. Norton, so as to provide for 
the statement in stencil of grade only on flour in- 
specting extra and superfine. 

The seventh reguiation, as to weight, was 
amended so that in case of short weight the buyer 
shall be allowed at the rate he pays and one-half 
cent, instead of three-quarter cent, per pound 
on same for freight. and, in addition, five cents 
per barrel for refilling. Another amendment, 
which was adopted, was to the effect that tne 
buyer of sack our could claim only the price of 
the flour for shortage. , 

Mr. Crocker offered twofadditional regulations, 
which were adopted, and appear below as Kegula- 
tions VIII. and IX. 

The report of the Special] Committee, as amend- 
ed, was then adopted as a whole, Messrs. Mon- 
tugue, Norton. and Young appoiated a committee 
to present it to the Board of Directors of the 
Board of Trade. and meeting adjourned. 

1 THE RULES, AS ADOPTED 
by the meeting at its two sessions, are as follows:

DB, be adopted as the standard grade of 
double extra flour; the sample marked A4 be adopt- 
ed as the standard for the grade of une flour: and that 
the standards of extra and superfine in use by the New 
Tork Produce Exchange be adopted as the standards 
for corresponding grades in this market. 

Sizth—'is nat the secretary of the Board of Trade be 
requested to prucure from the Prodave Exchange of 
New York one barrel of tneir standard extra and one 
barrel of their standard superfine, with certificate of 
the Chief Flour-laspector of said Produce Exchange 
that the tlour so seat Is the standard now in use by said 
Bacvange. 

Seventh--That we recommend to the Directors of the 
Board of Trade that all rules and regulations now in 
force reapecting tue inspection of flour be annulied, 
and that tae followtag regulations be adopted to their 
place, to be in force on and after June 1.

TWO NEW YORK DEMOCRATIC LEADERS 
DEAD! 


The Democratic party of the Empire State 
is the most extraordinary political organiza- 
tion known to history.

As same beasts of prey grow 
fat on a diet of ahh ogt poisonous offal, 
so the Democ 15 r of New York 
thrives in spite of the faęt that it exists in 
the stench of an atmosphere of moral putrid- 
ity. The secret of this wonderful vitality 
is found in the fact that the Democracy of 
New York has always held, and still holds, 
in its close embrace the bulk of all the hope- 
lessly-bad elements in the community. 
certain the antecedents of inmates of all the 
State Penitentiaries in that State, and it will 
be found, in a vast majority of cases, that 
they were Democratic: Thieves, pickpock- 
ets, burglars, robbers, gamblers, and com- 
mon assasins will tell you, if inquired of, 
that they belong to the Democratic party. 
And they are not merely Democrats of the 
rank and file; they are leaders in all the 
New York primary ballot-box-stuffing move- 
ments. | 

Two of the high chiefs of the New 
York Democracy have lately passed away. 
Both were prominent in the State councils, 
and both exercised a powerful influence upon 
its actions. Lon, who died afew weeks 
ago in prison, absolutely controlled the Gov- 
ernment of New York City for many years, 
and, through such local supremacy, prac- 
tically dictated the polie of the State Gov- 
ernment, when it Wal in the hands of the 
Democracy. ‘T'ween’s influence in the party 
councils grew out of his popularity with the 
bad classes composing the lower strata of the 
Democratic organization. Through that 
association and popularity he was able to as- 
sume a position in the front rank of Demo- 
cratic leaders,—in fact, to become a leader 
of leaders, And through this power of dic- 
tation, derived from the roughs and thugs of 
the Metropolis, he Was able to commit the 
Democratic party of: the State to a system of 
administration 30 corrupt that, through its 
organization, he and his confederates stdle 
twenty-five million dollars from the public 
Treasury ! 

The case of the pugilistic gambler, Joun 
Morgissey, is a more striking illustration of 
the possible outgrowths of the New York 
Democratic organization and political ethics 
than that of ‘Tweep. It is worth while to 
trace briefly the career of the late Joun 
Morrissey from ‘the date of his leadership 
of a gang of blacklegs and rowdies in Troy, 
to the time when, equally with Twern, he 
rose to the front rank of Democratic leader- 
ship of the Empire State. Mokrnruissry’s 
career is instructive, as showing how the 
vicious elements in that party sometimes 
force one of their representative ronghs 
clear through the veneering of respectability 
which hides them from. . view, in order that 
the public may know exactly where Demo- 
cratic power resides.’ It ‘shotid be said, in 
justice to the memory of Moznrissry dead, 
that, in the highest pofftieul station to which 
he attained,—that of Gongressman,—he con- 
ducted himself with a fair degree of de- 
corum.

ogether they made up a purse of Their first 
step was to steal a ride to New York City ona 
freight train: their second, to stow themselves 
away on board the Pacific Mail steamer. then on the 
point of leaving port. When called upon for tick- 
ets (some days out), they caolly informed the Cap- 
tain that they had deliberately left home with the in- 
tention of sealing their way to California. Before 
the steamer reached Chagres River Morrissey had 
challen another rough to fignt a duel with pis- 
toils. soon as the steamer cast anchor, and was 
surrounded by small boats, Morrisszy and his 
friend the assassin seized one of the boats, threat- 
ened to shoot the owners if they should object, 
and rowed ashore to keep their dueling 
appointment; but tne other rough did not 
appear. They ‘‘footed it” to Panama, and 
there began to play Spanish monte and 
faro, starting with a capital of $5. They did not, 
however, win enough to pay their fares to San 
Francisco, 60 they resolved to sneak on board the 
steamer and hide themselves until it would be too 
late to kick them ashore. In pursuance of this 
lun they sole a boat and rowed out to the vessel, 
at were warned off by sn armed sentinel. 
hey finally succeeded in stealing aboard, and sub- 
sequentiy in paying for their passage by fighting 
on the side of the Captain in the suppression of a 
mutiny: : . The pugilist and the assassin, 
upon their arrival in San Francisco, with money 
advanced by friends started a faro-bank, which 
they ran about eight months, with only moderate 
success. In 1851, MorxissEy, in company with a 
lot of roughs, became à pirate, making a voyage 
to Queen Charlotte’s Island, in the British Pos- 
sessions, in search of gold and adventure, but se- 
curing neither. When Morrissgy returned to 
San Francisco from this unsuccessful voyage it 
was to commence his career as a pugilist. This it is 
unnecessary to notice except to say that it was quite 
successful, closing with the Hegnan fight in October, 
1858. In 1850 Monntserr opened a gamodling- 
house on Broadway, where ha made ‘‘a good deal 
of money.” In 1860 be went to England to boss a 
prize- fight. In 1861 he began to speculate in Wal; 
street. In 1863 he lost ail the money he made in 
both his gambling-houses in Walistreet. In 1864, 
1865, and 1866 he made money in Wall street and 
in both his gambling-houses. And in 1506, his 
political influence having increased with the growth 
of his fame as pugilist, gambier, and man of 
wealth, he was sent to Congress as a fit represent- 
ative of the Democracy. is majority that vear 
was only 2,700, but in 1868 he was returned by a 
majority of 13,000. He signalized his retirement 
from the national halls of legislation in 1870 by 
opening his new club [gambling] house at Sara- 
toga, tbe construction of which, at a cost of $250. - 
000, he had superintended in the intervals of ©on- 
gressioral labor. He was a man of remarkable 
energy and force of character, as witness his suc- 
cessful contests in the prize-ring with THomPson, 
Yankee Su.tivaNn, and Heenan. He was aman of 
great industry and versatility, as witness the fact 
that, during his four years’ arduous service in Con- 
gress and two years in the State Senate, he was 
able successfully to conduct the vast business of 
two of the largest gambling-houses in the world. 


We venture to say that the parallel of this 
career is not to be found in the pages of the 
political history of this or any other coun- 
try. We venture to say, further, that in 
modern times there is not to be found an- 
other instance of a great political party 
claiming to be respectable daring to lend the 
sanction of its name and character to the 
ambition of a professed rowdy, pugilist, and 
gambler, for high political preferment. It is 
not to be denied that bad men achieve great 
eminence, in exceptional cases, in all politi- 
cal parties; but they accomplish their pur- 
poses by the adroit concealment of their true 
character. Butit is only in the so-called 
Democratic party that vice constitutes a valid 
claim to political advancement. That par- 
ty, in the lower strata of its composition, 
breeds such men as Twerep and Mozrissry, 
and, as the lower strata controls the upper, 
it is inevitable that such monsters will, from 
time to time, be forced to the surface to as- 
sume the leadership. This occasional leader- 
ship of distinguished thieves and gamblers is 
not, however, the best illustration of the 
dangers of Bourbon party control. The 
existence in the Democratic party 
of the bad elements whence spring, 
legitimately, such leaders as TwrEp 
and MorrissEy tends to lead astray the 
whole mass. The respectables who would 
manipulate the lower strata of the party 
must necessarily associate with the rowdies, 
roughs, and thugs of which it is composed ; 
and this contact soon converts them into 
demagogues of the most dangerous type. 
Hence their rule is more pernicious and 
more to be dreaded and deplored than that 
of the Twrrps and Morrissrys who some- 
times dispute with them for possession of 
the sceptre. 

Twrep and Morrissry have passed from 
the stage; but there are other Twrrps and 
Morrissrys in the same ranks stealing 
and gambling themselves into bad promi- 
nence, and they will sooner or later come to 
the surface. The great gambler Morrissey 
and the great thief ,Twrrp, now dead, flour- 
ished during the ebb-tide of Democratic 
party prosperity. How much greater suc- 
cess may attend the Twrxzps and Morrissrrs 
of the future, in the event of Democratic 
national success, remains to be seen. 


THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

The problem of Chinese emigration is rap- 
idly becoming one of the most important is- 
sues of the time, and is assuming such a 
shape that it will demand speedy solution 
or result in serious trouble. The flood has 
reached such dimensions, and is so rapid in 
its course, that it must be regulated, since it 
cannot be altogether stopped, or there will 
be a disastrous overflow. It is but a short 
time since an application was madein the 
Courts of California, on behalf of 3,000 Chi- 
namen, for the right of naturalization, with 
the understanding that there were 50,000 more 
behind them who would become citizens if 
the decision were favorable. The prospects 
opened up by such a decision are not pleas- 
ant to contemplate. If Chinamen once 
learn that they can come over here and be 
naturalized, the present im migration will be 
immensely enlarged, They will pour over 
here by hundreds of thousands and millions, 
aud, as to the Pacific Slope, that section of the 
country will inevitably be de-Americanized, 
and pass under the social, commercial, and 
political control of the Six Companies. It 
would be impossible for white men to live 
there. They would literally be elbowed 
out. Even without any hope of natural- 
ization, it is inevitable that the Pacific 
States must be overrun before long with 
Chinese without employment, every steam- 
er adding a thousand to the num- 
ber. The necessity of regulating this emi- 
gration, therefore, is- imperative. The Re- 


publican National platform has recognized 


this by pronouncing in favor of investiga- 
tion. The Democratic platform expresses 
open hostility to Chinamen. While one-half 
the people of the country, therefore, are op- 
posed to Chinese immigration, the other half 
have been studying the problem to see if it 
cannot be solved without doing a national 
injustice or breaking treaty stipulations. 
The question has at last reached Congress in 
a practical shape, the Senate Committee on 


Education and Labor having agreed upon a | 


bill imposing a fine of $100 on the master 
or owner of any vessel for every Chinese 
immigrant over the number of fifieen landed 
on any one trip. This may at first 
sight seem like a hardship, but it 
is none the less a matter of neces- 
sity that something should be done, 
and done at once. Chinese immigration has 
already crowded white labor to the wall on 
the Pacific Slope, and there is no doubt that 
there are as many Chinamen in that section 
as are needed for the labor they can perform, 
such as laundry work, domestic service, and 
digging, grading, and tunneling for rail 
roads, ete. But still the flood continues 
to pour over, and it is now greatly in- 
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creased by the terrible famine that is raging 
in China. All who can leave are leaving, 
and there is no spot so attractive to them as 
America. There is no room for them inthe 
East or West, however, as the labor market 
is already overstocked, nor in the South, 
as there are already more blacks than are 
necessary to perform the very kind of labor 
which Chinamen are capable of doing. They 
must, therefore, gravitate to the Pacific 
States, and this they are doing in vast num- 
bers, the exodus from China being greatly 
increased by the horrors of famine. Pander 
the treaty stipulations we cannot arrest this 
immigration altogether without violating 


our plighted faith with China, but we can’ 


regulate it under our laws. We cannot say 
that no Chinamen shall come upon steamers 
or sailing vessels to our shores, but we have 
the right to regulate the number of pas- 
sengers a vessel shall carry, and the report 
agreed upon by the Senate Committee re- 
duces the immigration to a harmless pro- 
portion. It may be that some action of this 
kind may go a long ways towards settling a 
question that is troublesoms how, and can 
only grow still more embarrassing if some 
limit be not placed upon the Celestial rush, 
The proposition at least deserves the, most 
careful consideration upon the part of Con- 
gress. 
HUMPHREYS, EADS, AND COWDEN, 

The Louisville Courier-Journal has its own 
notions in regard to loyal devotion to the in- 
terests of the South, It favors the construc- 
tion of a Southern Pacific Railroad and a 
protection of the Mississippi lowlands from 
overflow at the expense of the taxpay- 
ers, because both are Southern schemes, 
but it favors them only under certain condi- 
tions. It is opposed to the building of a 
Southern Pacific Road by private enterprise, 
and without subsidy or risk on the part of 
the Government; it wants no Pacific Rail- 
road for the South unless the Government 
shall practically provide $40,000,000 (by 
guaranteeing the interest for fifty years 
thereon, and becoming responsible for $100,- 
000,000 in that way), which shall be partly 
squandered and partly stolen by a Construc- 
tion Ring on the Credit-Mobilier plan. So 
it is opposed to any protection from the Mis- 
sissippi floods which can be obtained with- 
out an expenditure of $50,000,000 or $100,- 
000,000, and insists upon a plan requiring a 
tremendous raid on the United States Treas- 
ury. These circumstances would indicate 
that the editor of the C.-/. is not so loyal to 
the South in general as he is to certain 
schemes for plundering the Government. 

One of the results of the Courier-Journal’s 
advocacy of the subsidy-schemes is the 
necessity for attacking Taz Trisunz when- 
ever it suggests a means whereby the South 
can secure its desired advantages without a 
raid on the public moneys. Tue Tarnuxn 
has advocated Capt. Cowpen’s plan for a new 
outlet into Lake Borgne, a few miles below 
New Orleans, because it commends itself to 
scientific judgment, and because it will not 
cost for a trial a thousand dollars where the 
levee experiment will cost a million. Of 
course this is sufficient provocation for the 
Courier-Journal to charge that Taz Trrsune 
is actuated only by sectional spite, desires 
to destroy the river for commercial purposes, 
and recommends a plan looking to that end. 
Unfortunately for the position of the Courier- 
Journal, it has the poor judgment to quote 
both Capt. Eaps and Gen. Humwpureys at 
the same time as the great authorities on the 
Mississippi River. Now, Capt. Eaps and 
Gen. Humpureys happen to be at direct 
variance about this matter. The levee or 
embankment scheme is the one suggest- 
ed by Humpureys, and Eaps contends 
that this plan must be abandoned, because it 
would be a waste of money to build a system 
of levees which would be constantly washed 
out in the future as they have been in the 
past. Capt. Eaps has a plan of his own, 
which is merely to extend the jetties 
system along the whole length of the 
river from Cairo to South Pass on the 
same general plan as his present experiment 
at the mouth of the river. His theory is 
that the one thing necessary is to secure a 
channel of uniform width from one end of 
the river to the other, that such a channel 
would dig out s deep bed of its own, keep 
the way clear of bars, and afford an ample 
passage for the floods, which would then cease, 
he thinks, to overflow the lowlands. It will 
thus be seen that the only thing in common 
between the Humpureys and Eaps plans is 
that each would cost the Government from 
$100,000,000 upwards, and provide for a vast 
Construction Ring. It is probably for this 
reason that the Cowrier-Journal is prepared 
to support either or both these schemes 
(though they are irreconcilably contradic- 
tory) in preference to Capt. CowpEn’s sim- 
ple plan, which only calls for an investment 
of $150,000 to test its efficacy. 

Capt. Eaps’ opposition to the CowneEn 
plan is upon the presumption that the pro- 
posed new outlet would carry off enough 
water to interfere with his channel at the 
mouth of the river, which it is the mission 
of his jetties to protect. This apprehension 
might be well founded if the river were 
to be connected with outlets considerably 
lower than the river-bed, which would 
drain the river at low water as 
well as at high water. But Capt. 
Cowonx's proposition is simply to remove 
the embankment some six or seven miles be- 
low New Orleans, and furnish a channel 
about a mile wide a little higher than the 
river surface at low water,—simply the land 
at itsown level,—which will assist in carrying 
off the surplusor flood, but will not be a drain 
upon the river at its natural and usual level. 
In the meantime the Courier-Journal must 
secure some authoritative decision as to 
whether Gen. Huurnnzrs' embankment sys- 
tem or Capt. Eaps’ jetty system is the true 
solution of the Mississippi problem before it 
can reasonably expect the Government to 
undertake the expenditure. of uncounted 
millions on account of either, and at the 
same time utterly ignore a third plan which 
looks vastly more promising than either of 
the others, and which can be tested at a cost 
of less than a quarter of a million dollars, 


THE CURE FOR COMMUNISM. 

Preparations should be made to put down 
Communistic outbreaks promptly. The 
foolish persons now drilling in the large 
cities may do mischief, if they get started, 
before the police cr the State authorities can 
stop them. The wise thing to do is to pre- 
vent them from getting starfed. This can 
be done by officially informing them 
that they will have to meet a superior force, 
well drilled and equipped, and accustomed 
to fighting, ak soon as they begin operations, 
If the army were filled up to 50,000 men, 
and distributed in such a manner that the 
President could give 5,000 regulars to any 
Governor on twenty-four hours’ notice, we 


should hear no more about Commune threats 4 


to burn cities. The great bugbear which 
demagogues and fanatics have raised up 
would go out of sight as soon as recruiting 
for the regulars began. 1 

The inerease ot the army would be good 


for the Communists, because it would keep 


them out of trouble and destruction. It 
would show them the difficulties of putting 
their plans into execution, and induce them 
to disband and go about their business. They 
are deaf to arguments addressed to the un- 
derstanding alone; here is an argument 
which appeals equally to the imagination 
and the understanding, “They say to prop- 
erty-owners: ‘You must give us a share of 
your earnings and property because we have 
the power to make you doso.” Property- 
owners reply: Lou have not the power; 
there are fifty regiments of regulars to 
prove it.” The effect of such an argument 
would be instantaneous, The Communists 
would see that they had not a small number 
of policemen or a handful of raw militia 
alone to fight against, but also a regular 
army. It would be strange if they had the 
same mind to fight in one case as in the 
other. Any arrangement which keeps them 
from fighting is, it is plain, merciful to 
them, because they can have no success be- 
yond the pillaging and burning of a few shops 
and the marder of a few respectable citizens ; 
and successes of this kind, besides costing a 
great deal, are apt to be punished. The in- 
crease of the army to 50,000 men would make 
them less ready to try such experiments. 


It is surprising that, when the public 


safety requires an increase of the army 80 
imperatively, Democratic statesmen should 
be found to advocate its reduction. 
We do not understand that Communism 
is a Democratic principle. Senator 
Gorpon, a representative Democratic states- 
man, said in his speech of Monday that 
„The spirit of Communism, if tolerated 
here, would not only doom the reward of 
labor, but would ruin the liberties of our 
people.” And yet Annau Hewrrt—knowing 
that the army was the best protection against 
Communistic riots last July, and is the best 
promise of protection now+has proposed to 


reduce the number of regiments from forty | 


to twenty-six, and the total force of recruited 
men to 20,000. This would hardly be sufficient 
to protect the frontiers and garrison the 
forts. Mr. Cuartes A. Dana also has made 
an outcry against the army familiar through 
the New York Sun by printing every day in 
small capitals his demand, Reduce the army 
to 10,000 men.” This is natural for him, 
since his chief editor, Jonn Swirox, is a 
Communist leader. But those who are not 
Communists have equal reason to demand 
that Congress should increase the army to 
50,000 men. The Democratic party in par- 
ticular has reason to demand it because its 
feaders now rest under suspicion of sym- 
pathizing with the Commune, It contains 
multitudes of men of property, and no one 
of these will uphold the partv-leaders in any 
alliance of this incendiary description, 
whereas any vigorous measures to keep the 
lawless and turbulent classes in check will 
be rewarded by the people. 

There is a good deal said about the 
economy of reducing the army, but that 
would be a false and foolish economy which 
should leave the Government unprovided 
with the means of enforcing law and order 
upon the call of the State Governments. 
An increase to 50,000 men would require no 
additional officers, and would involve an in- 
crease of only a few millions in the appropri- 
ation. This would be a small sum to pay for 
the peace and absolute security of the 
country. The want of such a provision 
might lead to riots which would cost in 
actual money-loss ten times that amount, as 
the Pittsburg riots alone involved a loss of 
&3.000,000 to $4,000,000. Besides this, the 
indirect loss resulting from the stoppage of 
business and wages would swell the total 
beyond calculation. Five or eight millions 


is a small sum to pay for quiet and business 


prosperity, and this will not come to the full 
extent until the agrarian agitations cease. 
This is why we say, ‘* Increase the army to 
50,000 men.” 


The Illinois Central Railroad was built by a sub- 
sidy. The Government granted the Company more 
than two and a half million acres of lands (2. 595, - 
05%) for that purpose. For much of the prosperity 
of the State, Illinois is indebted to this grant, and 
the Company now owns and operates a railway line 
from Chicago to New Orleans.

Unable to ask for mach more for themselves, they 
have determined that no other section shall be ben- 
efited.

The editor of Tux TRipuNg’s predecessor in 
1849-"50 probably did not oppose the Illinois 
Central’s land-grant, which gave the alternate 
sections for six miles on each side of the line, 
andthen doubled the price of the Government 
sections, and sold them rapidly for $2.50 per 
acre, whereas previously they hung heavily on 
its hands at $1.25 per acre. It is true that Con- 
gress granted two anda half millions of acres 
to Illinois railroad companies; but it also grant- 
ed 2,062,240 acres to Mississippi railroads about 
the same time,—1550,—and 3,579,120 acres to 
Alabama between 1830 and 1856; to Florida, 
2,360,114 acres in 1856; to Louisiana, 1,578,720 
acres in 1856; to Arkansas, 4,578,149 in 1853. 
in view of those grants (several of them made 
at the same session that made the land-grant 
to the Illinois Central), we do not perccive 
much room for Lower Mississippi newspapers 
to twit Illinois on the alternate sections 
given her to aid in building railroads, nor the 
grounds for calling it the greatest of all rail- 
road subsidies.””

CUSTOMS FRAUDS. 
A BILL TO PREVENT THEM. 

Wasummetos, D. C., May 7.—The Secretary 

of the Treasury sent to the House of Repre- 
sentatives a draft of the bill to prevent frauds 
upon the customis revenue, accompanied by a 
 @mmuvication recommending the passage of 
dee ame. The bill provides that, whenever anv 
person not a United States officer shall furnish 
tothe Secretary of the Treasury. or to any chief 
Geer of customs or District Attorney, 
orginal information concerning any 
mud upon the customs revenue pervetrated 
orcontemplated, which shall lead to the recov- 
ey of any duties withheld, or of any fines, 
penalty, or forfeiture incurred, whether by im- 
porters or their agents, or by any officer or per- 
ton employed in the customs service, such per- 
son so furnishing information shall be entitled 


toreceive one-third the gross proceeds of such 
duties, the fine, penalty, or forfeiture so recoy- 
ered to be under such regulations as the 
yoy ol the Treasury shall prescribe. 

The bili further provides that whenever any 
officer of custome shall detect or seize goods. 
wares, and merchandise in the act of being 
muggied, or which have been smuggled, or 
who shall detect a fraud by undervaluation or 
any other device upon the customs revenue, 


such Officer shall be entitled to re- 
wive' one-fourth of the gross proceeds 
meulting from such seizure, or which 


ae be recovered on account of such fraud.

SENATE. 

Wasninoton, D. C., May 7.—Mr. Dorsey, 
from the Committee on Appropriations, report- 
ed back the Pust-Office Appropriation bill, with 
sundry amendments. Placed on the ealendar. 

He also revorted from the same Committee 
an amendment submitted on Thursday last by 
Mr. Maxey, from the Committee on Post-Offices 
and Post-Roads, granting a subsidy for the Bra- 
zilian mail steamship service without recom- 
mendation, and said that he reported it back so 
that the Committee on Post-Oflices and Post- 
Roads might submit it with the Post-Office Ap- 
propriation bill, when the Senate should take 
up that bill. The Committee on Appropriations 
had not formally expressed{any opinion as to it, 
—certainly not adverse to it. 

Mr. Edmunds reserved all points of order as 
to the amendment. 

Mr. Morriil, from the Special Committee on 
Census, reported a resolution authorizing the 
Special Committee to act concurrently with a 
like Committee on the part of the House. 
Ag reed to. 

Mr. Howe, from the Committee on Forelen 
Relations, reported without amendment the 
Senate bill relating to telegraph communication 
between the United States and foreign countries. 
Piaced on the calendar. 

He aleo reported from the same Committee, as a 
substitute for the Senate joint resolution in regard 
to Chinese immigration, a concurrent resolution on 
that subject. Piaced on the calendar. 

Mr. Voorhees presented a petition of citizens of 
Camden, N. J., favoring the passage of a law 
making six hours a legal day's work for all work- 
men employed by the Government. 

Mr. Cockrell moved to take up the House bill to 
forbid the further retirement of United States 
legal-tender notes, which was read a first time yes- 
terday, and said that he moved to take it up now, 
so that it might be read a second time.

Tne bill having been read a second time, Mr. 
Morrill moved that it be referred to the Committee 
on Finance. 

Pending the discussion, the morning hour ex- 
pired, when Mr. Sargent called forthe regular or- 
der, and consideration of the Pension Appropria- 
tion bill was resumed. 

Mr. Sargent, in charge of the Pension bill, said 
he was in error yesterday in stating that 22,225 
names had been added to the pegsion rolls this 
year. That was the number estimated to be added 
during the whole year; 10,491 had been added up 
to this time. 

The pending question being on inserting as a 
substitute forthe second section of the bill the 
amendment adopted yesterday providing that on 
the Ist day of January. 1879. the term of o'tice of 
all Pension Agents shall expire, and thereafter 
honorably discharged wounded or disabled soidiers, 
or the widows or danghters of such soldiers. 
shall be appointed to said office, Mr. Edmunds said 
he was opposed to this wholething. It was against 
the spirit of the rules of the Senate to have gener- 
al legisiation on Appropriation bills. The proposed 
legislation was contrary to the principie for which 
these very soldiers fought, and that was just and 
equal government. He felt he was expressing the 
sentiment of the soldiers of Vermont, who would 
scorn this little method of undertaking to get votes 
and to tickle their fancy. He would vote against 
the whole thing. the House provision as well as the 
Senate amendments. 

The Senate then, by a vote of yeas 16, nays 38, 
refused to insert the amendment above mentioned 
as a substitute for the second section of the oll. 

Mr. Edmunds moved to strike out the second 
section of the bill, which, as agreed upon, reads: 
That from and after the passage of this act. in 
the case of a yacancy from any cause, the oftice of 
Pension Agent shall be filled by wounded or dis- 
abled Union soldiers, or the widows or daughters 
of Union soldiers. In support of his motion, 
Mr. Edmuuds said the true policy was to leave 
these appointments to the President and his con- 
stitutional advisers; that they had not rightfuily 
exercised that responsibility daring the past year 
he had good reason to believe. In the New En- 
glapd States there were seven Pension Agents 
prior to consolidation. Six of them bad been 
soldiers, and one was a civilian. In the 
consolidation of these seven agencies into 
one the civilian was retained. He happened to be 
hit. and the six soldiers were missed, The consti- 
tutional duty of appointing these officers reeted 
with the President, and he (Edmunds) wae dis- 
posed to let it remain there. 

Mr. Wadleigh, referring to the remarks of Mr. 
Edmunds that aciviiian had been retained | Pen- 
sion Agent in New England, said the Pension Agent 
retained happened to have his office at Concord, 
N. H., and was retained on account of his office 
being convenient to Maine and Vermont. His re- 
tention was due entirely to the location of his 
office, though he has performed his duties well. 

Mr. Blaine denied that Concord was a convenient 
point for the Pension Agency. There were five 
trunk lines of railroad leading from Portland. 
Maine, and not one of them passed through Con- 
cord. The Secretary of the Interior could not have 
selected a more inaccessible point for the office 

Mr. Voorhees said in this instance he was in fa- 
vor of class legislation. There were at least a mill- 
jon of people in tuis country who had served in 
the army, and a quarter of a million bad been 
wounded. He was willing to vote any minute to 
direct the President of the United States to fill the 
offices of Pension Agent from these wounded sol- 
diers. A more appropriate piece of legi®iation 
never occurred in the history of our Govern- 


ent. 
1 2 Ingalls said he had noticed that the Democ- 
racy at the other end of the Capitol seemed to fa- 
vor the soldiers, but in this end they did not. He 
thonght when the vote should be taken it would 
be found that nearly every Democrat here would 
vote against the appointment of soldiers as Pen- 
ents.

As soon as the result of the vote was announced, 
a motion to adjourn was made by Mr. Conger, and 
was defeated, —yeas, 38; nays, 178.

New Engiand should be destroyed, as they might 


be by hestile legislation, the cotton section of the 
country would go back to the point from which it 
started. They might be destroyed, but they never 
would go down alone. They always took some- 
body with them, and that somebody was the 
power that had grown prosperous by cotton, which 
had been at once the source and bane of its history. 
The representatives of the South might destroy 
the cotton manufactures of the country. but if 
they did they would destroy their own position and 
their own power as well. What member from 
Texas or Colorado would assaesinate the wool 
interest of his State by voting for this bill? He 
compared the protection given by this bill to the 
woolen interest to the idiocy of an engineer who 
assumed that, by making the dykes and levees of 
Hoiiand and Mississippi equal to the hight of the 
sea and river, he thus protected the property of the 
people. It was no rotection at all. The dykes 
and levees must be made higher than the sea and 
river, or the country would be overilowed. 

Mr. Wood called attention to the dividends paid 
by the Massachusetts woolen mills, as shown by 
Spofford’s Almanac, and he quoted dividends in his 
own (Banks) district as being. in 1870, 15 per 
cent; in 1871, 17 per cent; in 1872, 13 per cent; in 
1873, 9 per cent; in 1874, 14 per ceg@t; in 1875, 9 
per cent; in 1876, 10 per cent. \ 

Mr. Banks replied that he also had m his hand a 
copy of the same book, which showed the divi- 
dends of New Epgiand manufacturing companies 
from 1870 to 1876. The dividends in 1870 were 
large, growing out of the forethought and intellect 
of the manufacturers who had laid in large supplies 
of cotton at the breaking out of the late unpleas- 
antness, but the dividends for 1876 (which were 
those which sheuld be taken into consideration) 
averaged only 513-100 percent on an aggregate 
capital $52, 000,000; and there were thirty-four of 
the companies that had paid no dividends at all. 
How was that for high’? [Lauvhter. ] He character- 
ized the proposition of the bill on woolen goods 
(and which Mr. Wood had spoken of asa gentle 
reduction) as the assassination of a most 
important national industry. But the fact was 
that the Committee on Ways and Means did not 
know what it was doing in the woolen sections of 
the bill, and that reminded him of the war anec- 
dote with which he finished his speech. It was 
that of a Chaplain who had volunteered to dis- 
tribute soldiers’ mails, but who found that in con- 
sequence of the bad roads. interruption of mails, 
presence of the enemy, etc.. it was a bigger job 
than he had any notion of; and when one morning 
the soldiers came to bim one after the other with 
the inquiry. Mr. Chaplain, when will the mail 
arrive?” he got tired of answeging the question, 
took a board, nailed it on a tree, and 
with a piece of chalk wrote on it: 
»The Chaplain does not know when the mail will 
arrive, and a little fellow crept in behind him and 
added the words. Neither does he care a 
damn“; and so, said Mr. Banks, the Committee 
did not know what harm it was doing to the indus- 
tries of the country, neither did it care a—— 

I will finish my speech at some other time. 
{Loud laughter. } 

The Committee rose. 

Mr. Singleton made aconference report on the 
bill to regulate the advertising of mail lettings.

THE KEPUBLIC. 


A Bill to Enforce the Stock Lia- 
ability of the Stock- 
holders. 


A Faller Summary of the Petition 
Filed Against Mr. Farwell 
and Others. 


— 


An interesting little bill of ninety large octavo 
printed pages was filea yestef@ay in the Circuit 
Court by J. D. Ward, Receive of the Republic 
Life-Insurance Company, to enforce the liability 
of the stockholders on their stock. The number of 
the defendants is about 1,300, John V. and Charles 
B. Farwell being the first. The Dill first sets up 
the proceedings resulting in the appointment of a 
Receiver, and then goes on to give a history of 
the Company, all of which is well known. The 
Company was organized in 1869, with a capital 
stock of $500,000, which in 1870 was increasea 
to $5,000,000. The stock was largely taken in 
this State, and up to the time of the third annua] 
meeting in 1872. stock to the amount of $4, 017, - 
060 had been subscribed for, on which 20 per cent 
oniy was paid. By June, 1873, $4,825,900 of 
stock had been taken. During 1874, 1875, and 
the first part of 1877 the Company did very little 
business, but it represented that its capital stork 
was $5,000,000; that a large part or nearly all of 
such stock was actually paid in, and that the re- 
mainder was secured, or else held by wealthy men 
abundantly able to respond whea called on for an 
assessment. By its sworn annual statement for 
the year ending Dec. 31, 1872, the Company rep- 
resented that its guarantee capital was $5, 000, 000, 
of which $848,610 was paid up in cash, and $3, - 
361, 240 consisted of stock-notes or other obliga- 
tions. 

At the time of the failure of the Company, its 
liabilities, as subsequeutly computed on a 6 per 
cent basis, were about $1, 200,000, including large 
reinsurances of the policies of the Economical 
Mutual Life-Insurance of Rhode Island, the Cali- 
fornia Mutual Insurance Company, the Great 
Western Company, andthe Eagle Company. On 
the 2lst of January last the Receiver had on hand 

205. 731.45. By order of Court a dividend of 15 
per cent has been declared, and this sum will soon 
pe paid out to the policy-holders, excepting, how- 
ever, any who are or have been alse stockholders. 
Since Jan. 21 the Receiver has collected $2, 012. 82, 
and has paid out for expenses $13, 257.85. The 
only remaining asscts, not inciuding the liability of 
stockholders, are of donbtful value and will not be 
sufficient, even under careful management, to pay 
more than a sum suflicient to make a further divi- 
dend of 5 per cent. or 20 per cent in all; so that 
the liabilities of the Company can only he met by 

ASSESSING THE STOCKHOLDERS. 

In the early part of 1872, the stock outstanding 
was divided as follows: First. Stock delivered to 
subscribers on the payment of 20 percent: second, 
stock delivered and note taken for 20 per cent, on 
condition that if the subscriber so elect he may 
surrender the certificate at or after the expiration 
of a year and receive back his note; third, stock 
issued upon payment of part of the 20 per cent, 
the note of the subscriber for the balance of the 
20 per cent and the pledge of the stock to the Com- 
pany as collateral security to the note; fourth, 
stock issued and delivered to thé sub- 
scriber when the collection of the 20 
per cent was not made and the sub- 
scriber subsequently became worthiess. A 
large amount of thie stock was subsequentiy 
taken back, and the notes given up by the Com- 
any. all of which the Receiver charges was il- 
— In June, 1873, a new scheme was orig- 
inated by which the old stock was to be surren- 
dered and new full-paid certificates issued for one- 
fifth the amount. and under this plan 39,804 
shares were surrendered and replaced by full-paid 
shares for one-fifth. the amount. About 1. 583 of 
the original 20 per cent cash shares are still out- 
standing. The Receiver claims that 
THIS REDUCTION OF THE STOCK WAS ILLEGAL 
and a violation of the laws of the State, 
and that all those who surrendered their shares 
and received full-paid stock in exchange are liabie 
for an assessment the same as thouga they had 
retainea their original stock. That the Company 
would have been at that time Insolvent but for the 
hability of the stockholders, and that many of 
the stockholders knew then that the Company was 
either insolvent or on the verge of insolvency, and 
that the resolutions to reduce were passed with the 
intention and for the purpose Of enabling the 
stockholders of said Company to avoid an assess- 
ment on their stock, and of depriving the creditors 
of the Company of a fund which the law required 
should be held for their benefit. 

The Receiver thinks that all the stockholders 
should be assessed alike, whether they hold the 
full paid or the origina! stock. Many of them ar 
insolvent, and, according to his estimate, making 
allowance for such as are insolvent or cannot be 
found, an assesement of 60 per cent will be re- 
cuired to meet the remaining liabilities. These 
stockholders are scatterea over thirty-two States 
and Territories, and the probabie cost of collec- 
tion will be about 25 ver cent of the amount 
raised. The Receiver, therefore, aske that an as- 
sessment of 60 per cent may te made on all the 
solvent stockholders, and that the Court will de- 
clare illegal the action of the Company reducing 
its stock. Mesers. Hutchinson & Luff and J. N. 
Jewett appeared for the Receiver. 

MORE ASSETS WANTED. 

Some of the creditors seem to think that there 
are some assets of the Company besides this liabili- 
ty of the stockholders, asthe petition of Chris- 
tienne Bensel and Thomas 8. Kadcliffe. which was 
filed late Saturday afternoon, evidently shows. 
This petition was to compel John V. Farwell, 
Samuel M. Nickerson, E. M. Peet, and J. A. Ellis 
to account for large sums of money which it was 
charged they had appropriated out of the funds of 
the Company. 

Mr. Woodbridge yesterday morning appeared 
before Judge Williams and asked to have the 
Court take the matter up, and proposed to read the 
petition,—a brief document of ninety legal-cap 
pages. 

Phe Judge, however, declined to enlarge the 
ephere of his information in regard to the history 
of the Company at that time. He said he was 
engaged in calling the chancery docket, and would 
not stop for any extended argument, such as was 
tureatened. 5 

Mr. J. N. Jewett, on behalf of Receiver Ward, 
suggested that the petition be referred to a Master 
in Chancery, to take testimony and report to the 
Court. The case would take three months for 
investigation. 

Mr. Woodbridge denied that it would take so 
long. He wished the Court would hear it imme- 
diately. 

Tne Judge declined to take it up then, and the 
mutter was postponed indefinitely, to be taken up 
on notice. 

An account of this document, obtained under 
difficulties, was given in yesterday's Tripuneg, but 
even then some points were left untouched. The 
—— firet shows or charges that J. V. Farwell 
nduced the Company in 1800 to buy provisionally 
the lot on which the Republic Life Building was 
erected, and pay him $100,000. Soon after the 
Director rescinded the sale and demanded the 
money back. But Mr. Farwell was unwilling to 
do this, and urged that he wished to found a 
great life company to be a credit to Chicago; that 
he would subscribe for $750, 000 of stock, and his 
brother Charles B. would take $10, 000, and pay 20 
per cent cash, or $152, 000, and he would give it his 
personal influence to make it a success. The 
capital stock was then increased to $5, 000, 000, and 
was largely subscribed for; the Company was re- 
organized, andJ. V. Farwell elected President. 
A meeting was then held, and it was voted to buy 
Mr. Farwell's lot, andthe building which he had 
in the meantime erected on it, at the appraised 
valuation of $302,000. Of this, $460,000 was paid 
in cash, $152.000 on account of a cash payment 
for stock, and the remainder by assuming a 
mortgage for $100,000. H. W. King, C. M. 
Henderson, and F. D. Gray, among the Directors. 
were opposed tothe purchase, and the latter. it 
is charged, declared it a 
It is charred that the only appraisal of the buiid- 
ing was that made by E. H. Edbrooke, the archi- 
tect of it, who put it at $170, 000, for which he re- 
ceived $4,000 from J. V. Farwell; that that valua- 
tion was twice its worth, and that after the great 
fire the company insuring it would only pay 
$45,000 for its loss. Under the Insurance law, 
the Company was obliged to put — $100, 
securities, and these were all furnished by Paul 
Cornell. J. V. Farwell refusing to advance any. 
When the Company bought the property above- 
mentioned, it was aleo compelled by Farwell to 
assume the payment of a subscription of $5, 000 
which he had previously, when ownerof this 
property, made to the stock of the Pacific Hotel 
Company, he cisiming that as the Company 
owned the land benefited by the erection of the 
hotel it should pay the subscriptions. The Com- 
pany paid the $5,000, and immediately charged it 
to profit and loss. 

IT IS FURTHER CHARGED 

that Farwell, in company with G. W. P. Bowman, 
who was appointed stock commissioner by person- 
al requests as a favor to him, obtained subscrip- 
tions to about $200,000 of «tock from New York 
merchants, on which $40.000 was paid in cash, 
but that only $1,000 ever came into the hands of 
the Company. the remainder being paid out for 
expenses. etc. Bowman also got $114, 000 of sub- 
ecriptions in lowa,and was in 1872 again appointed 
stock commissioner to negotiate sales of the stock 
of the Company. The petitioners claim that about 
the same time a secret arrangement was 
made between J. V. Farwell and Bowman, 
by which the latter was to sell $500,000 of the 
former's stock, receiving as compensation for his 
eXtra services $250 a month, Bowman then went 
to Boston, but did not succeéd, and was soon after 
discharged by L. D. Cortright, the Second Vice- 
President of the Republic Coinpany, for failing to 
account for $2, 000 he had coilected. 

In February, 1872, as is further claimed, Far- 
well. Bowman, A. W. Kellogg, C. T. Bowen, and 
J. Q. Hoyt formed themseives into a syndicate for 
buying up other life- insurance companies and sell- 
ing them to the Republic at a profit. Farwell, 
however, subsequently, without his partners’ 
knowledge. through one J. F. Crank, bought up 
the stock of the Economicai Life-Insurance Com- 
pany and turned the policies over to the Republic, 

eeping the stock in the name of Crank. Subse~ 


vently Crank bought up the National 
Life- Insurance Company for $1,220,000, 
in which John V. and Charles B. 


Farwell and F. H. Kales had a enostantial inter- 
est. The National was subsequently obliged to 
pay for itself by taking up the notes given for its 
purchase to the Central National Bank of Phila-

It is further charged that from 1871 to 1874, at 
least, the firm of J. V. Farwell & Co. was 
embarrassed financially; that it obtained an exten- 
sion of twenty-four months after the fire. and that

his creditors insisted on his _relievi 
himself from his liability of $600, 000 ö 
as stockholder of the Company. To 


accomplish this the scheme of reducing the stock 
was devised and carried out, as is mentioned in Re- 
ceiver Ward's bill, The petitioners farther alle 
that the National Insurance Company was defraud- 
ed out of about $600,000 in its purchase by the 
Republic and that J. V. Farwell appropriated 
about 8806. 000 of its funds. for which the only se- 
curity he gave, after the fact was discovered, was 
& mortgage on his Lake Forest residence. Various 
other charges are made of Farwell's getting the 
Company to lend money on insufficient — to 
buy bonds, etc., all of which were in some way 
connected with his own schemes for profit, and 
turned out for his benefit, but they are too volumi- 
nous to be rehearsed here. 

In January. 1876, Farwell, being desirous of re- 
tiring from the control of the Company, e ar- 
rangements with E. W. Peet, J. A. Ellis, aud 8. 
M. Nickerson to sell out to them for about 25 cents 
on the dollar, but the arrangement fell through. 
Negotiations were then opened with J. L Pearce, 
but the Chicago Courter published a severe article 
about that time on the condition of the Republic 
and the National, and Pearce refused to touch the 
stock. In June, 1876, more negotiations were 
opened with Peet. Eilis, and Nickerson, and Far- 
well finally sold them his stock nominally at 40 
cents on the dollar, but really at 25, the 
remaining 15 per cent being made up by 
a vote of the new managers to vay him 
$23, 208.33 for back salary. ‘hen Peet, Ellis, 
and Nickerson got control of the two companies, 
they, as is charged, lent J. H. & C. M. Goodsell 
$5, 000 to keep them from attacking the companies 
in the Spectator, and Nickerson borrowing ex- 
tensively for himself or friends. 

In conclusion, the petition charges that Farwel] 
is indebted to the Company for large sums on ac- 
count of stock, illegal transactions, and losses on 
careless loans; that Peet, Ellis, and Nickerson 
owe it large sums for money takenand for damages 
caused by the management, and it is asked that all 
these transactions may be looked into, and these 
parties compelled to account for and refund the 
money taken,

the companies, but hold equitable offseis, and, if 
justice was done me, the balance would be in my 
favor. As to my being compelled to leave the 
Company. that is another of Mr. Farwell’s un- 
truths. On the Sth of May, 1876, I entered into a 
new contract with the National fora year's service 
as General Agent, and on the 30th of the same 
month voluntarily resigned without suggestion 
fromany one. When this new contract was wade, 
Il owed the Companies ali I now owe, and the fact 
was well known to all the officers. 

When Mr. Farwell stated that overtures had 
been made to him to pay $200. 000 or $300, 000, he 
omits to state how that 88 was made. and 
conveys the inference that there was something 
wrong about it. When we discovered the extent 
to which his spoliation had proceeded. we offered, 
through the Receiver, an opportunity to Mr. Far- 
well to make restitution. We made no suggestion 
that money should be paid to us, but to the Re- 
ceiver, for the benefit of all the creditors. 

W hen the facts appear it will be seen to whom 
hard names best apply, to Mr. Farwell, Mr. Peet. 
or myself. I have always demapded investigation 
of my affairs, but they have always fled to cover.

WHARFAGE LIABILITIES. 

By a recent decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court a point was settled which has here- 
tofore caused considerable .trouble, and upon 
which there has been a wide diversity of opinion. 
The decision, which is substantially as follows, 
will be of interest to many: The Court held that, 
if the vessel or water-craft is a foreign one, or 
belongs to a part of a State otner than where 
the wharf is used, the claim of the wharfinger 
for euch use is a maritime lien on the vessel, 
which he may-epforce by a proceeding against 
the vessel; or he may resort to a bel in 
personam against the owner of such vessel 
or water craft. Where the wharfage has not been 
agreed upon by tne parties, the whartinger is en- 
titled, as upoh an implied contract, toa just and 
reasonable compensation for the use of bis wharf. 
It bas frequently occurred that the owner of a 
vessel proceeded to lay his vessel up at a dock 
without any agreement with the owner thereof, 
and inthe following spring refused to pay any- 
thing for the use of the same onthe ground that 
a vessel paying taxes is entitied to all the privil- 
eges of a harbor; and in many instances this pica 
has been heid good. But the above decision set- 
tles the matter.

THE COURTS. 
Sturges Makes Anéther Effort to 
Get Back on Change. 


— 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, 
Bankruptcy Business, Ete. 


‘+ Jack” Sturges yesterday made a determined 
effort to get back on the Board of Trade by filing a 
petition for mandamas to compel the Directors to 
restore him. Afterthe usual bistorical informa- 
tion as to the Boara of Trade and the magnitude of 
its operations, which always seems necessary to 
be put in a legal document of this character by way 
of working on the feelings of the Judge, Sturges 
admits frankly that a commission man can 
not be a success financially unless he 
is a member of the Board. He became a member 
in 1870, has paid all his dues ap to January, 1878, 
and, according to his attorney's Opinion, is tow a 
member. But there is a difference of opinion be- 
tween the lawyer and the Directors of the Board, 
the latter refusing to allow him to deal on the 
Board. The petitioner is a cOMmMission merchant 
dealing in grain, and bis operationson the Board 
last year amounted to 85. 000, „ Thais business 
is hia sole means of earning aliving. The mem- 
bers of the Board have acquired, as he says, such 
a monopoly of the produce business of the North- 
west that they practically exclude one who is pot a 
member from the business. 

On the Sth of October, 1874, C. E. Culver and 
twenty-four other members made Charges against 
Sturges for unmercantile cond@ct. Not one of 
them was proved, he says, and new charges were 
brought up, and, according to the finding of the 
Directors, were proved. Sturges, however, claims 
he never had a chance to makeadefense. The 
case was then brought before the Board Nov. 24, 
1874. The President at 10 o'clock a. m. an- 
nounced that a vote would be taken on the ques- 
tion of Sturges’ expulsion, and that the polls 
would be open until4 p.m. Certain tellers were 
appointed, but no further action was taken. In 
the meantime Sturges had died a -bill, and ob- 
tined a temporary injunction _ restraining 
the officers or Board from taki any 
further action, The order was — about 
3 p. m., and the election oroken up. the ballots 
being sealed up in the boxes, Dec. 28, 1874, the 
injunction was dissolved by Judge Williams. An 
appeal was taken, and the next day made a super- 
sedeas bv a Judge of the Supreme Court. Not- 
withstanding this, the meeting for taking the votes 
was continued on another day without any public 
notice being given, and the vote concluded. Out 
of the whole 1,600 members only 600 voted, many 
of them thinking the election was illegal, and in 
violation of the injunction, in which opinion 
Sturges concurs. 

Tae Supreme Court last winter decided adversely 
to Sturges, but on the ground that a court of 
cnancery had no jurisdiction, and Sturges thinks 
the merits of the case have not yet been passed on. 
As soon as this decision was anavunced, the Board 
of Directors, on the strength of the old election, 
declared Sturges suspended. Sturges claims that, 
even if the original proceedings had been regular, 
the Directors had no authority to declare him ex- 
pelled until the matter had been referred to the 
Association for its action according to the by-laws 
existing when the original charges were made. 
The vetitioner therefore makes a new effort by 
petition for mandamus to com vel the Board to re- 
instate him, that being his only remaining means 
of getting back again. 

Mr. Sturges also alleges that a petition signed by 
750 members of the board, including men like 
Messrs. Kent, Dow, Burt, etc., was recently pre- 
sented to the Board of Directors, asking his rein- 
statement, but that that body paid no attention 
whatever to it. 

ANOTHER STREET-RAILROAD COMPANY IN COURT. 

H. D. Kitchell, of Detroit, a stockholder in the 
Chicago West Division Railway Compa- 
ny, seein the good success the North 
Chicago Railway Company recently had in 
court, yesterday filed a. bill in the 
United States Circuit Court against the West Di- 
vision Railway Company, J. K. Jones, 8. B. 
Cobb. W. I. Braaley, Jerome Beecher, B. H. 
Campbell, J. A. Tyrrell, Nathan Corwith, W. II. 
Ovington, and The City of Chicago, to prevent the 
city from collecting the license of $50 recently 
levied by the ordinance of March 18, 1878. on 
each street car. The Company has 312 cars in 
use. The bill is similar to that filed a few days 
ago by the North Chicago Railway Company, and 
asks for the same relief. 

MORE TAX-FIGHTING. 

Calvin Snow, of Massachusetts, a stockholder in 
the Traders’ Tnsurane Company, filed a bill yes- 
terday in the United States Circait Court against 
the Company and S. H. McCrea, County Treasure’, 
to. restrain the collection of the tax for 1876 on the 
capital stock of the Company. Tbe capital stock 
is $1,000,000, the actual capital being $500, 000, 
and Snow owns fiftv shares of stock. All the cap- 
ital ts paid up and Invested in Government bonds. 
and the stock is all owned by persons. and 
not the Company. The Board, of Equalization 
assessed the capital stock at $173,016. The value 
of the personal property was $234,542.25, and the 
complainant alleges that this Was the basis on 
which the taxes were to be ggsesec’. The tax 
levied against the Company $3,059.04, but 
the County Clerk claims there is au error and that 
the tax should have been $6,261.56: The com- 
plainant alleges that so much of this amount as ex- 
cceda the sum of $3,059.04 is assessed on the 
capital stock, and is illegal and yoid, and he asks 
tor an injunction to prevent the collection cf this 
excess.

vs. The Adams Express Company, to recover 
the value of a package said to contain $8,000 
sent by the Mt. Vernon Bank on June 11, 1877, 
to the Third National Bank of St. Louis by the 
Adams Express. The case was opened for the 

laintiff by Judge Pollock, of Mt. Vernon, and 

the Hon. E. C ore, of Seymour, Ind., 
for the defense. The statement of the plaintiff 
is that tue package was put up by President 
Thompson and Cashier Hem. * contained 
88.000 in currency. The package was neat] 
wrapped in paper from the Treasury Depar 
ment, tied, duly sealed, and delivered to the 
express agent. Upon the package reaching its 
destination, it was found to contain only blank 
paper, cut the size of bills, and some loose pa- 
per on each side of the package. The letter 
apparently had not been opened prior to de- 
livery to the bank, the seals being unbroken. 
The theory of the plaintiff is, that, while lying 
at the depot ever night in the express safe, the 
package was carefully opened, the currenc 
taken out, and the blank paper substitute 
The theory of the defense is, that the money 
was never really delivered to the express com- 
pany at all, but that, for the currency neatly 
ut up by the President of the Bank, Cashier 
lam surreptitiously substituted a package sim- 
ilar in size and bulk, aud wrapped it up, and 
that such package was the one delivered to the 
St. Louis bank with the seals unbroken. This 
theory is held by Detective G. H. Thiel, of St. 
Louis, and others who worked on the case. The 
only testimony introduced to-day was the depo- 
sition of President Johnson, Cashier Ham, Jere 
Taylor, Assistant-Cashier, and a voung man 
named Patton, clerk of the Cashier. He 
testifies that he saw the package of currency 
put up, wrapped, and sealed with pasteboard 
on each side of the money. With the excep- 
tion of the currency, the description of the 
contents of the package agrce on both ends of 
the line. The hearing will be resumed to-mor- 
row. The witnesses are very numerous on both 
sides, and include bank officers, express officials, 
detectives, and others. ‘he attorneys are, for 
the plaintiff, Gov. Palmer, Col. Thomas 8. 
Carey, and Judge Pollock. For the defense, 
Gov. J. C. Robinson and Col. E. C. Devore. A 
strong fight is made on both sides, and interest 
is manifested in the trial by a crowded court- 
room. Additional witnesses for the defense 
from Cincinnati and St. Louis are expected to- 
morrow.

69 in the Treas- 
ury. ‘The report was adopted, and the Committee, 
consisting of the Reve.

The Committee on the Theologicil Seminary, 
through Prof. F. W. Fiske, reported a little larger 
attenaance than forthe previous year. Several 
new exawinations had been placed on the calendar. 
At the next meeting of the Board of Trustees a 
u new Professor would be appointed to fil) Prof. 
Bartlett's place. Since the beginning of the in- 
stitution, 350 students had received instruction 
there, and 220 had graduated. The gradustes were 
scattered all over the world, no less than nine 
being in the Japanese missions, and now there 
were graduates settled in every State of the Union 
except two. 

‘the Rev. E. F. Williams, from the Board of 
Trustees, reported favorably on tae condition of 
the Seminary, and bearing testimony to the 
thoroughness of the instruction given by Prof. 
Fiske and other Professors of the Seminary. 

The Rev. E. N. Packard was re-eiccted Regis- 
trar and Treasurer for the current vear. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION

ton dry-goods store, oa State street, near Madi- 
son, snapped when midway between the top of 
the building and the basement, and the result was 
half-a-dozen wicked fractufes and internal in- 
juries, from which at least one man will doubtless 
lay down his life. There were four persons in 
the elevator when it fell, but only three were seri- 
ously hurt, the other escaping with but a slight 
shaking up. The names of the injured parties are 
as follows: 

Matthew Ash, Itahan, single, right leg broken at 
the ankle joint, left leg fractured in two places be- 
tween the knee and ankle, and back badly sprain- 
ed. * 
Louis Meyers, single, Italian, left leg broken 
above the ankle joldt. 

Charles Sperant,/ Italian, married, right leg 
fractured badiy about four inches below the dip 
joint, back injured, and supposed to have interna! 
injuries. 

Lee Krusemer, the fourth passenger, escaped 
almost wholly uninjured. 

Dr. C. W. Pardy, whose office is located near 
by. was immediately cailed in, aud he furnished 
such relief tothe sufferers as tbe circumstances 
woula aliow, but he could not do much or make a 
minute examination of the injuries until the men 
were removed to permanent quarters. 

The two first-mentioned, Ash and Meyers. were 
taken to the County Hospital, as they had no near 
friends, and Sperani was removed to his home, No. 
125 Van Buren street, where he was cared for. The 
latter seemed to be the worst off of any, 
and the ao entertained grave fears as to his 
injuries. He was enduring the most excruciating 
pain, as was also the man Ash. As the spines of 
both these men are badly injured, their recovery 
is doudtful, and the fractures of each were said to 
be very bad ones. 

THE FACTS OF THE ACCIDENT, 

as near as could be learned by the reporter. were 
as follows: Mr. Stokes, one of tht proprietors of 
the establishment, stated that the elevator had 
been examined and condemned Saturday last, 
and he had forbidden the engineer to 
run it under any circumstances, as it, was observed 
that the wire cable had becume granulated and 
unsound. Meyers, it seems, had bought some 
waste paper from the firm, which was upon an up- 
per floor, and he brought along Ash and Sperani to 
help him pack it, preparatory to removingit. The 
men came in at the entrance on the first, or sales- 
room floor, and called for the elevator. The en- 
gineer claims that he refused to send it up, but 
shortly the young man Krusemer came 
in with a crate filled with hats, and he 
called down to the engineer to 

the elevator, teiling him that 

some goods from the firm of T. B. Smith, hatter, 
on Madison street, by whom he was employed. 
Mr. Arnstin, the engineer, asked him how heavy 
the crate was, and krusemer repliea that the hats 
were straw goods, and very licht. Arnstin thought 
the elevator would carry up 500 or 600 pounds 
easy enough, and accordingly sent it up tothe 
first floor, when all four of the men got upon it to 
ride up to the third floor. When between the séc- 
ond and third floor the cable gave way, and in 
an instant the whole party was flying 
downward with the velocity of the wind. 
bringing up in the basement of the building a total 
wreck, amid the discordant shrieks of the fright- 
ened and wounded men. 

They were at once dragged out of the infernal 
machine and laid upon the floor of the dark, damp 
apartment, while the news spread like wild fire 
that three men had been killed in the fearful de- 
scent, and within five minutes there was congre- 
guted an immense crowd, filling the alleys adjoin- 
ing the store. So great was the anxiety of the 
rabble to get apeep at the bcdies inside that the 
gratings or wire screens of the cellar windows 
were torn off, and some actually attempted to ef- 
fect an entrance through the narrow appertures. 

MR. STOKES TOLD THE REPORTER 

that he had forbidden the engincer to run the ele- 
vator under any circumstances until a new cable 
had been procured, which had been ordered. The 
engineer corroborated the statement of Mr. Stokes, 
and said that none of the employes of the store had 
ever been permitted to ride on the elevator, even 
from the first floor to the basement. All the at- 
taches of the store claimed that the elevator took 
ite flying leap from the first flour, and only fell to 
the pasement, a distance of but ten or twelve feet, 
but tne testimony of all the parties most interested 
in its descent was to the effect that it was between 
the second and third floors when the cable parted, 
and they ought to knew. 

Lee Krusemer, the lad who incidentally brought 
all this trouble about with his crate of hats, was 
met upon the third floor staircase by the writer, as 
he was coming down, as chipper as a squirrel, with 
his empty crate over his head. He said he had not 
been hurt in the least, that he knewof. He had 
picked up hts hais and started for the third floor on 
foot immediately upon arriving at the bottom, oent 
on the discharge of his business, without waiting 
to see the fute of his companions in travel, or even 
to learn whether he was hurt himself.
